NET/SET has been made a compulsory qualification 
for appointment to the post of a Lecturer; 


Approval of the Government is hereby conveyed to

National Eligibility Test (NET) under University 
Grants Commission or such examination under 
State Level (SET ) authorised by the UGC ; 
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3. Whereas, due to non - availability of NET/ SET 

qualified candidates, a large number of candidates 
without such qualification were appointed as 
Lecturers by the Colleges in Goa during the period 
ranging from the year 1991 till the year 1999 , who 
have been continuing till date without confirmation 
in their respective posts and their increments in the 
Aided Institutions having been denied after the 

initial five years period or so ; 
4. Whereas , the University & College teachers 

Association , Goa (U.C.T.A.G.) had submitted a 
proposal for exempting these non -NET/SET qualified 
Lecturers appointed in the various Colleges, both 
under Government as well as private managements 
affiliated to Goa University, ranging from the period 
from 19-09-1991 to 17-07-2001, who have rendered 
services in these colleges without break , from 
passing the NET /SET Examination , as a one -time 
measure , on the basis of a similar decision taken by 
the Government of Maharashtra , vide their 
Notification dated 18-10-2001, exempting the 
lecturers who were in service there between 
19-9-1991 to 11-12-1999 , and regularizing their 
services, with certain conditions; 


9. Now , therefore , it is hereby notified as follows: 

The services of the non -NET/ SET Lecturers ,

M. Phil / Ph.D Degree , as per the recent UGC

2 ) Those who qualify themselves after passing NET/ 

/SET/M.Phil./Ph.D . will be included in the list of 
Sr. Scale / Selection grade / Reader s grade 
teachers , from the date of passing only . 


5. Whereas , the Goa University had discussed the 

subject -matter in its Academic Council on 
19-8-2005 and the Academic Council resolved to 
recommend to the Goa Government to settle this 
matter on the lines of the Government of 
Maharashtra Notification dated 18-10-2001 referred 
to above , which was endorsed /approved by the Goa 
University s Executive Council in its meeting held 
on 3-9-2005 ; 


3 ) The services of the Lecturers in the Government 

Colleges will be continued with the concurrence 

ofthe Goa Public Service Commission , as needed . 
4. No concession shall be given to the candidates 

without NET /SET qualification , if any , appointed 
after 17-07-2001 and their services shall be 
discontinued forthwith . 


5 ) The basic pay of all such Lecturers considered 

herein , will be fixed on notional basis , and the 
arrears of salary for the past period , payable to 
them , will be deposited in their G. P. F. accounts 
with a lock - in period of two years , when funds 
are made available to the Colleges for this latter 
purpose .
